RM 103 - CONSTRUCTION EQUIPMENT

KASKASKIA MILE 0.8 - L/D CLOSURE
Continuing until further notice, the Jerry F. Costello 
L/D, in the vicinity of Mile 0.8, will be closed due to 
high water levels above 80.0 feet on the Tailwater 
Gauge. The Lock will remain closed until water 
recedes below 80.0 feet on the Tailwater Gauge. 
Mariners should be alert for and abide by any 
special instructions that may be issued by the 
lockmaster.

RM 46.0 - 43.5 - CHANNEL CONDITION / SAFETY 
ADVISORY  
The COTP Ohio Valley has issued a Safety Advisory 
due to extreme high water between approximate 
Miles 46.0 and 43.5. This advisory will remain in 
effect until river stages fall below 40 feet. It is 
recommended that vessels do not meet, pass or 
overtake in this area, downbound tows should not 
exceed 140 ft wide and 600 ft long, excluding the 
towboat, during the nighttime hours from sunset to 
sunrise and that red flag barges be placed in a 
protected location within the tow.  Fleet vessels are 
authorized to conduct fleeting operations within this 
area with a minimum of 250 hp per barge.  Vessels 
are recommended to avoid laying up on levees and 
assess bridge clearances in advance.  Use extreme
caution, keep a sharp lookout and report 
navigational hazards to the Coast Guard 
immediately via VHF-FM Ch 16.

ST. LOUIS HARBOR RM 184-179 - CHANNEL 
RESTRICTIONS
Northbound Vessel Movements - Unrestricted vessel 
movements day or night

Southbound Vessel Movements - Unrestricted 
daytime movement, maximum six barge 
southbound, minimum 250 Hp per barge

Dock Shifting - Maximum two barges, day or night, 
500 Hp requirement per barge.

The USCG also strongly encourages southbound 
transits below RM 179 to the JB Bridge, RM 168.5, 
only during daylight hours.

RM 33.5-34 - CHANNEL CONDITION / SAFETY 
ADVISORY  
An outdraft has been reported at the break in the 
Len Small Levee between approximate Miles 34.0 
and 33.0. The COTP Ohio Valley recommends that 
vessels stay approximately 800 feet off the shoreline 
and not meet, pass or overtake in the area. Mariners 
are asked to report navigation hazards to the U.S. 
Coast Guard immediately via VHF-FM Channel 16. 
Transit with caution.
